_ The fighting along the Canton- 
Kowloon Railway is going again-

Shanghai. 


It is with very real regret that 
we have to chronicl¢ tne death of 
Mr. Jobn Marshall Conway, 
former sub-editor of the Honykong 
Telegraph, which took place -at 
Shanghai last night. The on- 
expacted"news was received by 
ue ioatelerram to hand to-day 
from the Skaaghri Mercury, on 
the editorial staff of which Mr. 
Conway bad been serving since 
December last, when he . left 
Hongkong. No details ate to 
band regarding the causa of 
death, the news of which bas 
comp 88 3 surprise to his many 
Hongkong friends, who were not 
aware that ha-hid been suffering 
the least ill-health. 

Thailate Mr. Conway sarved 
with the Hourxgkong Yelegraph for 
just two years,. arriving here in 
the early part of October, 1920, 
acd ‘severing his connection with 
the paper in October last, prior to 
proceeding to Shanghai to join 
the staff of the. Mercury. His 
object in going to Shanghai was 
to ba¢ome. thoroughly conversant 
with North China affairs, in order 
to round off his general know- 
ledge of Chinese politics, and it 
was his intention eventually to 
write » book onthe subjzct. From 
the journalistic point of view, Mr. 
Conway wes a most capable 
writer, Hepossessed a wide know- 
ledge of foreign affairs, concerning 
which he was a mine of informa- 
tion, whilst he also specialised on 
sporting matters. in which con- 
nection he contributed many, able 
articles to the Telegruph. In 
cricket he was especially interest. 
ed, and bis contributions on this 
sport under the pen name of 
“Longstop” were marked by 
clear understanding. He was of 
8 quiet, unassyming and studious 


fcharacter, and a most conscian- 


tious worker. A native of London, 
he was well over 40 yeara of age 
when he came Eart,and was 
unmarried. 

The deceased's connection with 
journalism bazan in bis youth, 


;his first experience being under 


the editor of Truth, which: gave 
him a Rood insight into Presa 
work, Subsequently bis journal. 
istic activities were of a varied 
character. comprising the sub- 
editing. ef a journal devoted 
to the electrical industrs, 
& reporting engagement with 
Sporliny Life, and the writing of 
sundry pamptlets. He then oh. 
tained an appointment on the staff 
of Messrs. © Ewart, Seymeur and 
Co, Ltd., propriacors of sevaral 
publications and atthe same time 
was for some twelve mortha ao
